CONCERN OVER 
DELAYS AT A&E

NEARLY 300 patients wait¬ 
ed more than half an hour in 
ambulances outside Russells 
Hall Hospital during March, 
according to new figures. 

A total of 288 people had to wait 
more than 30 minutes in ambulanc¬ 
es outside the Dudley hospital and 35 
waited for more than one hour. 

Council bosses say Dudley’s NHS trust needs 
to work with West Midlands Ambulance Service 
and other partners to tackle the problem at the 
accident and emergency department. 

The trust says it has faced a five per cent rise 
in the number of ambulance attendances com¬ 
pared to the same period last year but it has 
improved in recent months. 

Councillor Rachel Harris said: “The only way 
this can move forward is by all the hospitals, 
the ambulance service and other emergency 
services getting around a table and talking to 
each other. 

“It needs more planning, more financing and 
more clear clinical leadership.” 

Target 

So far this year there have been more than 
1,400 breaches of the NHS 30-minute ambu¬ 
lance handover target at the hospital. In Jan¬ 
uary 691 patients waited for more than 30 
minutes with the figure at 448 in February. 

Trust bosses said they have seen progress and 
had ‘outperformed’ other trusts in the Black 
Country on patient handover performance. 

Karen Kelly, chief operating officer at Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation Trust, said: “We have 
seen progress in our handover times, which 
have significantly improved since December. 
At times we have outperformed other trusts in 
the Black Country. 

“We have a plan in place to continue to re¬ 
duce handover times further. We work closely 
with our colleagues at West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service to make sure that patients who 
arrive by ambulance at A&E are assessed, 
treated and handed over as quickly and effi¬ 
ciently as possible. 

“The pressure on our emergency services has 
been consistent throughout the last 12 months. 
The volume of ambulances were, at times, very 
challenging.”

“Richard was a warming, ap¬ 
proachable man who would have 
done anything for you. He would 
always lend himself to any situation 
that he was in and nothing was ever 
too much to ask. He always had a 


wonderful smile on his face. I was 
delighted to turn out to support his 
family.” 

Richard, from Wednesbury, died 
in December aged just 42. He worked 
in various roles at The Hawthorns 
but is best remembered for his time 
as mascot ‘Albi’ - putting on the cos¬ 
tume for over a decade from 2007. 

The fun day was organised by his 
pal Dave Challenor, better known as 
Baggie Bird. The day began with an

of Richard’s friends. 

Richard’s partner of 18 years Carly 
Evans said: “It was emotional but 
nice to see so many people turned 
out for him.

“I think it says a massive amount 
about Rich, everybody loved him 
around the club and it just proves 
that.”

The turn-out is 
a testament to the character of the 
bloke and to his family and friends. 
He was a well loved guy around the 
Black Country.” 


Traders in 
battle to 
save last 
bank branch 

A PETITION set up by traders in a bid 
to save Brierley Hill’s last town centre 
bank has more than 1,000 signatures. 

The planned closure of Lloyds Bank 
will leave the High Street with no banks 
- after HSBC and Barclays branches 
closed. 

Brierley Hill market supervisor Ste¬ 
ven Bridgewater started the petition, 
which has been supported by traders 
and shoppers. He is planning to present 
it later this month in a bid to persuade 
Lloyds bosses into making a U-turn. 

Mr Bridgewater, who took over the 
running of the market in January, said 
banks and cashpoints are crucial to re¬ 
tail success. 

He said: “The market is doing really 
well as the moment but it seems a shame 
that the town is going the other way. We 
need that to get better and the last bank 
shutting really doesn’t help. 

“Cash is especially important at the 
market and if the bank goes then its 
cashpoint will be going as well.” 

The final day for the town’s Lloyds has 
been earmarked for July 18. It comes as 
the bank announced 49 branches will 
close nationwide with over 300 jobs 
being lost. 

Lloyds were unavailable for comment. 


Stray horses cost 
councils £l40k 

DOZENS of horses are being seized in 
Dudley and Sandwell by a horse rescue 
firm being paid £140,000 a year. 

Shropshire-based Equine Emergency 
Services seized 45 horses in Dudley and 
30 in Sandwell last year. It is contracted 
by both councils to rescue tethered and 
stray horses. The firm charges £400 
for owners to reclaim the animals. It 
can also find new homes for unclaimed 
horses. The firm’s website features ap¬ 
peals to owners to come forward. 

The service has seen the number of 
stray horses reduced. At one time up to 
70 horses were tethered on Fens Pool 
Nature Reserve. 

Brierley Hill councillor John Martin 
said: “Dudley Council was compelled to 
act because of the destruction of the na¬ 
ture reserve and cruelty to the animals.”

Application goes in to 
demolish eyesore block

LONG-AWAITED plans to demolish an 
eyesore office block in Dudley town 
centre have been lodged as part of a 
multi-million pound development. 

The move to redevelop the site of Caven¬ 
dish House has been welcomed by communi¬ 
ty leaders. 

The planning application is to knock down the 
former office block in Trindle Road and replace it 
with a mix of retail, leisure and residential prop¬ 
erties. The rundown block, considered by many to 
be Dudley’s biggest eyesore, overlooks the Duncan 
Edwards Way bypass - one of the major gateways 
into the town and the borough. 

Councillor Alan Lunt, strategic director for place 
at Dudley Council, said: “This is a very hugely sig¬ 
nificant step in our ongoing work to create more 
jobs and investment in Dudley. The planning appli¬ 
cation will have to go through the normal process 
but, if approved, will be one of the biggest invest¬ 
ments in Dudley in decades bringing millions of 
pounds of investment, jobs and much more. 

Masterplan 

“The development would be part of a wider mas¬ 
terplan of improvements including the multi-mil¬ 
lion pound Midland Metro extension to Brierley 
Hill and a revamped bus station in Dudley which 
will revolutionise public transport for the area.” 

The applicant is Avenbury Properties. 

The rundown 85,880 sq ft office block, once home 
to the Inland Revenue, has been empty for many 
years and is standing in the way of ambitious plans 
to revamp Dudley’s bus station. 

It must be demolished before work can begin on 
£50 million plans to redevelop the site, which is 
also planned to link to the Midland Metro. 

Dudley Council leader Patrick Harley earlier this 
year said the application alone is expected to cost 
more than £100,000, before funding for the actual 
demolition. A supermarket, restaurant, shops and 
homes are envisaged to replace Cavendish House in 
a development known as Porter’s Field, expected to 
bring 500 jobs to Dudley. 

Councillor Harley said he was looking forward 
to the demolition, adding: “ Once that happens, 
then we can get on with the rest of Dudley and 
everything will fit into place.”

THREE raiders have been jailed 
after their robbery of a shop 
was foiled by brave customers. 

Stuart Dublin, aged 36 and 
51-year-old Carl Cina were masked 
and armed with an iron bar when 
they burst into the One Stop shop in 
Worcester Street, Stourbridge. 

They grabbed £662 cash and filled a 
bin bag with £75 worth of cigarettes as 
a 10-year-old customer watched, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court was told. Get¬ 
away driver Delroy Nettleford, 53, was 
waiting in a stolen Volvo. But then Mr 
Pardeep Singh entered the shop, telling 
the robbers: ‘You are not going any¬ 
where.’ 

Mr Rupert Jones, prosecuting, ex¬ 
plained that in the altercation that fol¬ 
lowed Cina had his nose broken and had 
several teeth knocked out while Dublin 
was left with ear damage by a punch as 
other customers, Julian Hodges and Wil¬ 
liam Croft, helped Mr Singh detain the 
robbers until police arrived. Nettleford 
drove off but was stopped and arrested 
by officers soon afterwards. 

The three robbers had been drinking 
and taking drugs before raiding the shop 
at 10pm on September 1. They all had 
previous convictions. 

Miss Katie Fox, defending, said the 
‘inept’ robbery had been planned at the 
last minute by drug-addled minds. 

Dublin, of Blowers Green Road, Nettl¬ 
eford, of Stourbridge Road, both Dudley, 
and Cina, of Stourbridge Road, Brierley 
Hill, each admitted robbery and theft. 
Cina also pleaded guilty to a drug offence 
and breaching a suspended sentence. 
Cina was jailed for four years, Dublin 
was for two years four months and Net¬ 
tleford for two years three months. 

Judge James Burbidge QC ordered 
the ‘significant public spirited conduct’ 
of Mr Singh be recognised with a £250 
payment from the High Sheriffs funds.

Jail for robbers foiled 
by shop customers

Teenager

ex-boyfriend 

A TEENAGER who twice launched 
unprovoked attacks on his partner’s 
ex-boyfriend has been ordered to pay 
his victim £2,000 in compensation. 

A judge told 19-year-old Luke Rog¬ 
ers: “You thoroughly deserve to go to 
prison.” But he gave him a suspended 
sentence that saw the defendant com¬ 
pensate Connor Hart for his injuries 
and for damage to his car. 

Rogers, of Bluebell Road, Dudley, 
was sentenced to a total of 19 months 
detention for the two attacks, sus¬ 
pended for 18 months and was or¬ 
dered to carry out 120 hours unpaid 
work as well as paying Mr Hart. 

The first assault took place on May 
6 last year when Rogers spotted his 
partner’s ex outside her address and 
struck him a couple of times through 
the open window of the victim’s ve¬ 
hicle. Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard Mr Hart suffered a cut to the 
head while the car was dented and a 
wing mirror damaged. 

The second attack took place a 
month later, on June 12, following 
a chance encounter in Dudley. Mr 
Nicolas Burn, prosecuting, said Rog¬ 
ers punched Mr Hart in the face twice 
and kicked him to the head three or 
four times as he lay on the ground. 

Mr Stephen Hamblett, defending, 
said Rogers was still with the girl who 
had been the subject of the rivalry. 
They had a baby and Rogers has since 
found a job. 

He pleaded guilty to two assaults, 
causing actual bodily harm, and one 
count of criminal damage. Judge 
James Burbidge, QC, told Rogers he 
lacked maturity. 


Merger of shops 
giants is halted 

THE merger of the owners of Merry 
Hill shopping centre and Birming¬ 
ham’s Bull Ring and Grand Central 
will definitely not go ahead. 

Last week the board of shopping 
centres group Hammerson withdrew 
its recommendation that its share¬ 
holders vote in favour of its all-share 
offer for Intu Properties. Hammer- 
son’s offer was conditional on the 
approval of its shareholders and Intu 
has decided there is now no realistic 
prospect that this condition would be 
satisfied.

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Attacks on 
ambulance 
staff are 
increasing 

ATTACKS on ambulance staff in the 
West Midlands have almost doubled 
in five years with just 20 per cent of 
offenders punished. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
workers suffered 325 physical assaults 
in 2017/18, up from 175 in 2012/13. 

But of the 1,597 attacks across the 
six years, just 20 per cent led to po¬ 
lice or court action, 324 cases. Civil 
actions such as warning letters were 
sent out in 10 per cent of the cases, 
158. 

The figures have come from union 
GMB, which has compiled the number 
of attacks from all ambulance services 
in the country. They also rose 34 per 
cent in the five years. 

Examples of violent attacks re¬ 
ported by GMB members include 
being bitten, stabbed and having 
blood spat at them by drug users. 

This came ahead of a vote by MPs 
on tougher sentences for attacks on 
emergency workers. The Assaults on 
Emergency Workers (Offences) Bill 
would introduce a new offence of com¬ 
mon assault against an emergency 
worker and require courts to treat 
attacks on emergency workers as an 
aggravating factor for sentencing. 

A survey by the union of 500 ambu¬ 
lance staff across the UK also found 
37 per cent had considered leaving 
their job due to the threat of violence 
and 21 per cent had to take sick leave 
due to violent assaults.

Closing in on motorists 
who endanger cyclists 


A SAFER driving scheme has rolled out 
onto the roads in Dudley borough for 
the first time in the project’s two-year 
history. 

Officers from the West Midlands Police 
Road Harm Reduction unit held the Close 
Pass scheme in Long Lane, Halesowen. 

Undercover officers used a Boardman Hybrid 
road bike equipped with full HD cameras and walk¬ 
ie-talkies to pick up drivers passing too close to the 
bike. 

But this was more than just a way of dishing out 
licence points and a fine, say police chiefs, who, 
with the help of the fire service, instead gave on- 
the-spot advice to those caught. 

A special mat was set up to deliver a lesson to 
motorists about the distance recommended to keep 
cyclists safe - which, according to Pc Steve Hudson, 
is the width of a lorry door. 

Pc Hudson said: “It is not about going after driv¬ 
ers and it is not about prosecuting or persecuting. 
It is about education and driver awareness and cy¬ 
cling awareness. 


Behaviour 

“Before we started this scheme we spent over 
two years with cycling groups looking at their be¬ 
haviour on the road and looking at things that were 
causing them problems on the road. It is about 
changing driver behaviour. We want to send that 
person away thinking T am actually now better 
armed and equipped to deal with a vulnerable road 
user’. 

“I will explain to the motorist that they have 
passed the cyclist too closely. It is an offence but, 
instead of sending them away with something that 
they may not learn from, we want to arm them bet¬ 
ter to deal with cyclists in the future. 

“What generally happens is the longer you drive 
safely on the road without incident the narrower 
your field of vision becomes and you become very 
complacent.” 

David Viner, from Halesowen Cycling Club, was 
present to support the scheme. He said: “I think 
the Close Pass initiative is fantastic. Most motor¬ 
ists overtake cyclists reasonably well but a lot of 
people just need to be reminded that cyclists do 
need room on the road.”

Unsur¬ 
prisingly, she and two colleagues who took part 
in the gag have been sacked. What is surprising 
is that Brown served in the public-affairs office. 
Despite all the media training, she forgot the 
first rule of public relations. Wherever you are 
and whatever you’re about to do, just pause, 
remind yourself that you live in a world where 
there are no longer any secrets and ask the 
question: how’s this gonna look in the papers? 

A LANCASHIRE farmer, Stephen Nolan, has 
won much support for erecting a sign point¬ 
ing out that, among other things, farm animals 
“make funny sounds, smell bad and have sex 
outdoors.” Unless you can tolerate all this, he 
says, then don’t buy a property next to a farm. 
Which all sounds perfectly reasonable. Except 
that in my experience when people suddenly 
start complaining about farm smells it isn’t al¬ 
ways because they’re newly-arrived snowflake 
townies who can’t abide old-fashioned muck. 
Sometimes they are long-term country dwell¬ 
ers living close to a farmer who’s just drenched 
his fields in pig or poultry slurry, or some other 
vile-smelling by-product of industrialised agri¬ 
culture, and is playing the “townie” card rather 
than doing the decent thing and apologising. 


TALKING POINT 


We should 
be spitting 
mad over 
vile habit 


REGULAR readers will have noticed that 
this column never shies away from any 
subject, serious or trivial, but there is one 
topic that is long overdue - spitting in 
public. 

For whatever reason, there seems to 
be a creeping acceptability of this revolt¬ 
ing habit, whether it be in the street, or 
open spaces such as parks, and railway 
station platforms. 

Years ago, although smoking was al¬ 
lowed on the upper deck of buses, there 
was invariably a Spitting Prohibited sign 
to remind passengers that this was most 
definitely banned. 

Birmingham rock ‘n’ roller Steve Gib¬ 
bons even wrote a song, ‘No Spitting On 
The Bus’, in which he says boredom and 
disillusionment can never be used as an 
excuse. 

That was in the 1970s but today there 
is another factor to consider - aggres¬ 
sion. Health service workers are often 
targeted by spitting yobs for no other rea¬ 
son, it seems, than to get the upper hand. 

On the football pitch, spitting is 
deemed to be one of the most serious 
misdemeanours when aimed at an oppo¬ 
nent, yet many a TV camera has captured 
instances of phlegm being deposited on 
the turf, very often in glorious close-up. 

Earlier this year while at the wheel of his 
car ex-footballer Jamie Carragher called 
on all his spitting ‘skills’ when goaded by 
another driver and spat in the direction of 
a 14-year-old girl. Thanks to the dubious 
merits of social media, this was viewed 
hundreds of thousands of times, and yes, 
if you have not had the misfortune to see 
the incident, it is as disgusting as you 
might imagine. 

Alongside spitting, there’s another cus¬ 
tom which seems to becoming the norm, 
much more rapidly than spitting, and that 
is regularly sniffing when a good blow of 
the nose would cure the problem. What 
is so very difficult about buying a cheap 
box of handkerchiefs or pocket tissues 
and clearing the tubes once and for all? 

And then there’s coughing into one’s 
‘rolled up’ hand, which experts will tell 
you acts as a blowpipe capable of send¬ 
ing germs flying even further, or worse 
still not using your hand at all. Much bet¬ 
ter to cough into your upright palm, which 
acts as a barrier to flying bacteria. 

It’s all a matter of education. Over a 
relatively short time, we have come to 
accept that dog mess must be picked 
up, and smoking is no longer permitted 
in public places, so how about an intense 
public information campaign? 

Perhaps that man Mr Gibbons could 
write a follow-up titled ‘No Spitting . . . 
Anywhere’. You tell 'em, Steve.

Uncle and aunt will 
keep siblings together 


“IT was an intense decision - but 
we had to step up and do what we 
could.” 

Those are the words of a selfless 
uncle who moved to the Black Coun¬ 
try after a tragic double blow which 
saw his five nephews orphaned. 

Gift Mpedzisi and his partner Zi- 
yanda Mhambi quit their jobs and 
ended the lease on their home in 
Liverpool to start a new life in Tip- 
ton after Gift’s five nephews were 
orphaned when their mother and 
father both died from cancer within 
five weeks of each other. 

Sister 

Makeda Ubiaro - Gift’s sister 
- died in July, with her husband 
Omena passing away at the start of 
September from the same disease. 

In a heartbreaking video posted 
online from his hospital bed just 
days before his death, Mr Ubiaro 
said cancer was the ‘toughest thing’ 
he had ever had to face. 

It left his sons Khariis, Josiah, 


Cairo, Ramiyah and Macaiah facing 
a future without either of their par¬ 
ents and with the possibility they 
would be split up and taken into 
foster care. 

But Gift, 33, and his 36-year-old 
Ziyanda partner decided to do what¬ 
ever they could to allow the boys to 
stay together as a family unit. 

That involved Gift quitting his de¬ 
gree at university in Liverpool and 
transferring to a criminology and 
law course at the University of Wol¬ 
verhampton. 

While Ziyanda, who is now preg¬ 
nant, also left a full-time job to move 
south to look after the boys. 

The couple have now been hon¬ 
oured with this year’s Pride of Tip- 
ton award. 

Gift explained: “They grew up 
together as a family. I didn’t want 
them to be split up. 

“We had to step up and do what 
we could. They needed somebody to 
look after them for their wellbeing 
and safeguarding.”

Vaccinations drive as 
more than 100 cases 
of measles confirmed 

MORE than 100 cases of measles have been confirmed in 
the West Midlands prompting a fresh appeal for parents 
to keep youngsters up to date with vaccinations. 

Since the end of October, there has been an ongoing 
outbreak of the disease, believed to be linked to simi¬ 
lar situations in large parts of Europe including Italy 
and Romania. Public Health England says there is an 
increased risk of infection for all who are not fully im¬ 
munised with two doses of MMR. 

Uptake rates vary from 87 per cent of five-year-olds in 
Wolverhampton to 91.7 per cent in Staffordshire. While 
88.7 per cent of youngsters in Sandwell have received 
both MMR vaccine doses compared with 89.5 per cent in 
Walsall and 92.2 per cent in Dudley. 

Katie Spence, Director of PHE West Midlands Health 
Protection Team, said: “There are now just over 100 
lab-confirmed cases in the region with figures still rising. 
There are also outbreaks in other parts of the country, 
so increased risk of infection for all who are not fully 
immunised with two doses of MMR. 

“Measles is a highly infectious virus which can spread 
rapidly among communities, such as schools. While most 
people who catch measles will recover completely within 
a couple of weeks, it’s important to remember measles 
can be a very serious illness that can leave permanent 
disability and occasionally even kill.” 
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No let up 
as police 
target gang 
members 

POLICE officers have vowed not to let up in 
their fight against violent crime after gang 
members were jailed for more than 70 years. 

A total of 10 people linked to gangs operating 
across Birmingham and the Black Country were 
handed jail terms totalling more than 70 years in 
the past two months. 

Jamie Wood, from Wasdale Road, Northfield, who fea¬ 
tured in grime videos made 


by South Birmingham gang 
the Frankley Killers, is the 
latest to be locked up after 
he received almost four 
years behind bars. 

The 23-year-old’s sen¬ 
tence comes after Organised 
Crime and Gang Unit detec¬ 
tives recovered film he had 
recorded on a mobile phone 
of a man firing a shotgun 
at the home of a rival gang 
member. He did not pull the 
trigger but was still sent to 
prison after officers showed 
that he orchestrated the at¬ 
tack. 

Firefight 

Earlier this month teen¬ 
age gunman Yusupha Sarr 
was locked up for 15 years 
after being involved in a 
gangland firefight on a 
Smethwick street. The for¬ 
mer professional footballer, 
aged 19 - linked to the 
Birmingham street gang 
23 Drillas - fired a sawn- 
off shotgun twice as a man 
armed with a revolver ran 
towards him, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court was told. 

Armed police were nearby 
after being warned gang 
members would be attend¬ 
ing an 18th birthday party 
held in the area and moved 
in to arrest Sarr, from 
Church Green in Hand- 
sworth, in August last year. 

In February Jamael Scar¬ 
lett and Courtney Farrell 
were jailed for 16 and nine 
years, respectively, for pos¬ 
sessing firearms and am¬ 
munition after detectives 
uncovered messages linking 
them with organised crime. 
Gang members Jamaal 
Ahmed and Reece Brevitt 
were also jailed, while a

16-year-old boy was sent to 
a young offenders institute 
for three years. 

Chief Inspector Nick 
Dale said: “Many of these 
successes have been in part 
been thanks to informa¬ 
tion provided by members 
of the public who had sus¬ 
picions about individuals, 
drug dealing or possession 
of weapons. They called us 
in confidence, we acted on 
what they told us and to¬ 
gether we are helping to 
make communities safer. 

“Many of these men were 
lured into gangs as teenag¬ 
ers. They are sold it as an 
attractive, lucrative way of 
life but many now see their 
lives wrecked by long prison 
sentences. 

“We work with local au¬ 
thorities, support groups 
and charities to try and 
divert young people away 
from crime and gang affilia¬ 
tion but there are those who 
refuse to cooperate. They 
face the very real danger 
of being killed or seriously 
hurt by rivals or spending 
many years behind bars.”

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Man fined for burying 
5,000 tons of waste 

A MAN who illegally buried more than 
5,000 tons of waste on farmland has been 
ordered to pay more than £5,000 and told 
to clear the site. 

Ivor David John Powell, 65, was fined 
£1,000 after pleading guilty to burying 
5,335 tons of mixed waste at Lower Aston 
Farm, Aston Lane, Claverley. The Envi¬ 
ronment Agency, which brought the pros¬ 
ecution, said the cost of legally disposing 
of the waste would have been more than 
£500,000. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
Powell, who had no previous convictions, 
had been ‘naive’. The case was heard on 
April 19 and Powell was ordered to pay 
£4,000 costs and a £100 victim surcharge, 
on top of the £1,000 fine. The court told 
him to clear the site within three years. 


Crime commissioner is calling for 
action to make cars less easy to steal 


A RISE in car crime across the West Midlands - 
from 5,000 to nearly 10,000 crimes a year - has 
been described ‘an epidemic’ by a police boss. 

Police and Crime Commissioner David Jamieson made 
the comment following a summit with car manufactur¬ 
ers. 

He asked bosses from BMW, Ford, Nissan, Jaguar Land 
Rover, Audi and Honda to increase security for their vehicles. 
And he hit out at Amazon for listing lock picks on its website. 


Speaking at a meeting for the strategic crime and policing 
board, Mr Jamieson said: “The number of vehicles stolen has 
doubled over the last two years going from 5,000 to nearly 
10,000 per year now. 

“It is clear that there is organised crime going on here and its 
causing a huge amount of misery. I renewed my insurance on 
my car and discovered how it has escalated enormously because 
we’re all paying for this. We are now facing an epidemic.” 

He wants manufacturers to install extra security on keyless 
devices. 


He added: “We are seeing that vehicles are 
being electronically stolen, stolen within 20 
to 30 seconds from people’s drives and off they go.” 

He claims kit used by gangs to open the cars are available on 
sale online. 

“I have called on the Government to bring in a national reg¬ 
ister, so that only those who need these devices for legitimate 
reasons can purchase them.

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Lakes look at 
driverless pods 

SELF-DRIVING vehicles made in Dud¬ 
ley are being considered as a sustainable 
transport alternative for the Lake Dis¬ 
trict. 

A driverless ‘pod’ made by Kings win- 
ford’s Westfield Technology Group has 
been taken to Brockhole, between Amble- 
side and Windermere, as part of an exer¬ 
cise to gain public feedback. 

The Lake District National Park is the 
first national park and UNESCO World 
Heritage Site to take part in such a feasi¬ 
bility study with Westfield. 

The national park is exploring new 
technologies which allow people to access 
the national park in an environmentally 
sustainable way. 


Business bosses are concerned 
at proposal for travellers site 


BOSSES have spoken out against 
plans to build a £280,000 travellers 
transit site near their firms. 

Dudley Council proposals would see the 
official travellers site created on Budden 
Road in Coseley, to help lower the number 
of illegal encampments. But the director 
of a neighbouring steel fabricating firm 
has said he was ‘appalled’. 

David Springthorpe, managing director of 
Angle Ring, said: “I am absolutely appalled that 


as an immediate neighbour to the site we were 
not notified directly by Dudley Council about 
the planning application. 

“ I am certain that if as a company we applied 
for planning permission, and more than 50 local 
residents objected, then our planning applica¬ 
tion would be rejected.” 

Chris Hickman, director of South Stafford¬ 
shire Industries, said: “The site does not sat¬ 
isfy Dudley Council’s own selection criteria for 
a temporary travellers site. Their guidelines 
clearly state ‘sites on the edge of industrial or 


residential areas are preferred to sites in the 
middle of such areas’ and the proposed site in 
Budden Road is surrounded by residential and 
commercial properties. 

“During the mid-1990s we suffered increased 
crime and other issues when the site was used 
illegally by travellers and we certainly don’t 
want a repeat of those events.” 

Dudley Council’s Alan Lunt, a strategic direc¬ 
tor, said the council had been ‘open and trans¬ 
parent’ about plans to establish a transit site. 


Cars targeted by 
thieves in flood 

YOUTHS were spotted by firefighters try¬ 
ing to break into vehicles stranded in the 
severe flooding in Wednesbury last week. 

It took place as crews worked to ensure 
people were safe as water levels rose due 
the dramatic water main burst in Leabrook 
Road. 

There were also reports of children 
throwing stones into the floodwater, close 
to where firefighters were working. 

Around 60 firefighters, including special¬ 
ist water rescue teams, rushed to the scene 
at around 10am on Thursday. Around 10 
million litres of water - the same as four 
Olympic-sized swimming pools - turned 
streets into a lake up to 9ft deep after West¬ 
ern Power Distribution workers damaged 
the mains.

Songaminute Man looks at life of dementia sufferer who finds solace in music 19

Son’s book 
is poignant

The famous video clip of the carpool karaoke session 
SINGALONG sensation Ted McDermott took 
the internet by storm when he and his son Si¬ 
mon sang carpool karaoke to millions online. 

The Black Country-born pensioner, aged 80, lives 
with dementia but music helps him get back to his 
old self. 

Now Simon, 42, has released a book about his dad’s life 
in the 1940s as the eldest of 14 children in Friar Park, 
Wednesbury. The Songa- n. f Tnm n«M p . f 
minute Man, which was °Y l0m uaKie Y 


published this month, is a 
nostalgic memoir and heart¬ 
breaking account of a son 
struggling to come to terms 
with his father’s dementia. 

Everything changed for 
the pair when Simon turned 
the ignition on in his moth¬ 
er’s car, hitting play on 
his father’s favourite song 
Quando Quando Quando 
and they were driving 
around Blackburn - where 
they live now - singing at 
the top of their voices. 

Simon filmed their adven¬ 
ture, uploaded the video to 
YouTube and woke up to 
messages, tweets and his 
phone ringing off the hook. 

But despite landing a re¬ 
cord deal, a Pride of Britain 
award, more than £130,000 
raised for The Alzheimer’s 
Society and a top 10 single, 
Simon was still ‘losing’ Ted. 

He said: “I wanted to 
tell our story of dementia. 
We had a bad few years 
with dad’s aggression and 
violence after he was di¬ 
agnosed. I also wanted to 
write about how it affects 
the carers.” 

Set in the heart of the 
Black Country just before 
the Second World War, 
and written with the help 
of Ted’s friends and fam¬ 
ily, The Songaminute Man 
recalls a boy who became a 
gutsy and fiercely loyal man. 

It recalls a childhood of 
sleeping top-to-toe, ration¬ 
ing, adventure in the woods 


and making-do-and-mend- 
ing, a close-knit commu¬ 
nity, and a life-long passion 
for music.lt is a celebration 
of the man Ted was, and a 
powerful and moving ac¬ 
count of caring for a loved 
one. Simon added: “I didn’t 
just want to write about dad 
and his dementia. It was im¬ 
portant for me to tell his full 
story.” 

Ted was a performer 
throughout his life - he was 
a Butlin’s Redcoat and then 
travelled around the coun¬ 
try singing in clubs. 

Simon said: “He worked 
in factories, but did promo¬ 
tions at Walsall football club 
and then gigging with Mid¬ 
lands group The Star liners. 
I interviewed his old band- 
mate Ben Beards who lives 
in Bilston. 

“I decided to write his 
entire life story to basically 
show who he was, where he 
came from, his hopes and 
fears, passions and loves be¬ 
fore the Alzheimer’s struck. 
I guess the book is also my 
own personal therapy, you 
could say Alzheimer’s took 
dad away but it also brought 
him back in that it gave me 
the opportunity to discover 
who he really was and what 
made him tick. The only 
tragedy is that he will never 
truly understand how many 
fans he has.”

ou can’t beat glorious 
Gershwin, and the 
composer has no greater 
fan than Tom Chambers, 
who’s fulfilling a teenage 
dream by starring in the 


musical Crazy For You. 

By the time the curtain came down on a production of 
Crazy For You in the early 1990s, the then-15-year-old 
Tom Chambers knew his heart lay in performing. “It was 
the very first live musical I ever saw on stage and it just 
filled me with so much entertainment and wonder. It was 
amazing to see what they did with the theatre space and 
how the story was told. It was the only bit of theatre which 
truly inspired me.” 

In a career which has featured a number of crazy twists 
of fate as well as some fantastic roles, Tom is relishing the 
chance to recapture that teenage dream and play the lead 
role in the production, which plays Wolverhampton 
Grand Theatre from Tuesday until May 12. 

He plays Bobby, a banker sent to close down a 
failing theatre who falls for the daughter of the 
building’s proprietor. Determined to win her 
heart, he adopts the guise of a Hungarian 
impresario in order to save the theatre and 
win her heart. 

And so, the stage is set for an all¬ 
singing, all-dancing story set to a 
Gershwin soundtrack which includes the 
likes of They Can’t Take That Away From 
Me, Bidin’ My Time and, of course, I’ve 
Got Rhythm. 

Tom admits he always had a bit of a 
performing instinct from rattling his feet 
on the kitchen floor at home from a very 
young age, and then enjoying watching 
black-and-white films starring the likes of 
Gene Kelly. But it was a school play that saw 
him tread the boards for the first time. 

He laughs: “I was playing football 
during a school break and the English 
teacher, who was directing the play, said 
no-one had auditioned for it so there was 
a compulsory three o’clock audition. I 
ended up getting the title role in Dracula 
Spectacular. I loved that relationship 
recognition between the audience and I. 

It was fantastic making them respond.” 

Drama school followed which 
included a stint understudying 
Keith Chegwin in the pantomime 
Cinderella at Basingstoke (“It is one 
of my claims to fame”), and his first 
job after leaving was a Spanish TV 
ad for Kit Kat. Tom says: “I thought 
this is great. I am going to get 
non-stop work,” but things did not 
quite work out like that. He had to 
turn down a role in The Bill because 
they needed an HGV driver although 
Tom has now got his Class One lorry¬ 
driving licence in common with Chris 
Eubank. 

And when he turned down a role 
in the tour of Bob The Builder, his 
agent fired him leaving him in a 
quandary about what to do next. 

He enjoyed some success with the 
movie Fakers which was privately 
financed and enjoyed a limited cinema 
release but the work was drying up. 

So, he took one final shot at success 
by aiming to get onto the Royal Variety 
Performance in the days before Britain’s 
Got Talent and YouTube. He said: “I wrote a 
letter suggesting I do a Fred Astaire routine 
on a drum kit and I thought that might appeal, 
with me tap dancing and kicking drums at the 
same time. They said get it ready and I spent 
nine-and-a-half months doing just that. A 


few weeks beforehand, they then 
got in touch and said we now have 
everyone we need. We don’t want 
you, which was a blow. 

“So I got in touch with my old 
school and asked if I could perform it 
on their stage in the holidays and I got it 
filmed in black and white. I had 1,000 DVDs 
made of it sending 400 to America and sent 
600 out in this country to theatre owners, 
directors and TV producers asking if they 
were doing anything connected to Fred 
Astaire and, if so, could I have a chat?” 

Only two people came back. One was 
a theatre producer organising a one-night 
Fred and Ginger tribute, while Tom said the 
other was an audition for BBC medical drama 
Holby City. “The producers just thought it was 
so unusual. They were looking for someone 
to play an American doctor for two episodes. 
As Fred Astaire was American, they thought 
I was too and wanted to get me in. I went to 
the audition and they said ‘where have you 
been all these years?” 

From there he won the part of Sam 
Strachan in the hit sister show to Casualty 
staying in the role for three years as the 
fiercely-driven doctor who also had a bit of 
a roving eye. 

And it was his role on there that led him 
into Strictly Come Dancing where he partnered 
Camilla Dallerup, winning the coveted glitterball. 
Looking back on his time on the Saturday night 
TV hit, he admits a lot of it is a blur. Tom explains: 
“People ask if I can do a quick step or a samba. 

I have to explain that I had a five-day intense 
workout on each of those routines. It is such a 
quick short-term memory injection and that is 


it. It was a bit like doing a marathon. You do step-by-step 
doing a couple of miles at a time and you look back and 
you don’t know how you did it. It is the same with Strictly. 
Your body naturally gets used to physical exertion and a 
daily workout but it is the brain that suffers most because 
of trepidation, fear and anxiety. You are just learning 
so much. You just go in front of the cameras and the 
audience and give it your all. I look back now. If I watch 
anything online of one of our dances, I am looking at it 
as if I am watching someone else. At the time, you are 
performing, your brain is just in flight mode.” 

And now it is Crazy For You which is set to take up the 
rest of his year. “I think Crazy For You has the absolutely 
perfect balance of humour, story and singing. There are 
so many musicals that are heavy on just one element 
but this show has the perfect combination of everything. 

It is a bit like the show dance on Strictly with everything 
slotting into place in the right order.” ANDY RICHARDSON

My my it's Mr American 
Pie at Symphony Hall 


PROLIFIC American songwriter Don McLean 
will visit Birmingham’s Symphony Hall next 
Thursday, May 10, as part of a 14-date UK 
tour with Nashville star, Jarrod Dickenson. 

The show follows the release of McClean’s new 
album ‘Botanical Gardens’ in March. 

With more than 40 gold and platinum records 
worldwide, Don McLean is one of America’s most 
beloved singer-songwriters. Botanical Gardens, his 
19th studio album and first in eight years, is arguably 
one of his most reflective to date. 

Don says: “The inspiration for the project started 
years ago when I would walk in the beautiful gardens 
in Sydney, Australia, near the Opera House. I would 
dream young dreams and it was a comfort and an 



inspiration. I was always young inside, like we all are, 
and I felt it again there.” 

In nearly 50 years on the scene, Don’s songs have 
become a staple in Americana music.

“I prefer getting into that sense 
of rolling laughter. When you get 
that right, there’s no better feeling. I 
used to be daunted by the prospect 
of performing in an arena. But 
having played so many arenas now, 
I can see that there is something 
rather magical about them.”

W HEN Theresa Reardon from Lon¬ 
don set out on a mission to fix a 
longstanding dental problem she never 
imagined it would take a lifetime’s search 
before finding the answer ... in Dudley. 

Even a trip as a dental tourist to a Budapest 
clinic delivered only disappointment. 

Remarkably, she never lost hope that one 
day she’d stumble upon a happy clinical out¬ 
come, despite decades of false dawns. 

“I was determined to find an answer and 
I found Mr Steven Burchell at the Denture 
Clinic,” she declares. 

Her breakthrough came eight years ago 
while looking after a doctor in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, but never realised a story she was read¬ 
ing in the local newspaper would have such 
an impact on her daily living. 


The devout Catholic from County Cork 
in southern Ireland, who moved to London 
when she was 25, adds: “I’d come to Wolver¬ 
hampton and in a quiet moment was reading 
the free paper, The Chronicle. I saw a story 
there about a lady who couldn’t eat properly 
and how Steven had sorted her out, so I kept 
the cutting.” 

Eight years passed before she was prompt¬ 
ed to look at the article again after her den¬ 
ture prescription from the Hungarian capital 
broke. 

“I read it over and over again, booked an 
appointment, got on the train and made my 
way to Dudley,” she recalls. 

Theresa suffered all her denture life with 
a protruding lower bite where the bottom 
teeth are more prominent than the upper. 


This can sometimes make chewing difficult 
and patients self-conscious. My bottom den¬ 
tures were so unstable my diet was always 
restricted,” she says. 

Staff at the clinic in North Street were 
shocked to learn she had travelled alone to 
her appointment and was returning to her 
Golders Green apartment in London the same 
day. 

HI have steak 

“Nothing was going to stop me,” she add¬ 
ed. “The teeth I’d been made ten years before 
in Budapest were useless and they hurt like 
hell. My new ones don’t hurt at all and for 
the very first time my top teeth can come over 
my bottom teeth.” 


On the day her new prescription was fitted 
she decided to celebrate with a meal out at 
the Miller & Carter steakhouse in Penn. 

“I was advised to take it gently, but my 
teeth felt so good I thought I’ll have a steak,” 
she says. It was the first time Theresa could 
tackle such a “difficult meal”. With school¬ 
girl laughter she adds: “I loved it. It was 
worth waiting for.” 

Admitting to a regular tipple of red wine, 
she’s determined to carry on celebrating her 
new teeth and making the best of her restored 
confidence. 

“I may even manage the odd glass of sher¬ 
ry,” she jokes. “It’s been a long time coming 
and I’m so grateful that I don’t have to put 
my hand over my mouth any more. 

I was always afraid to smile, but now . . . 


look at me, all thanks to Steven.” 

Theresa’s problems began when at 18 she 
took at job as a doctor’s receptionist in Cork. 
She was advised to have a full clearance after 
gum disease was diagnosed. 

“The bite on every set of teeth I had was 
never right until now,” she says. 

Theresa left Cork with two other girls to 
stay with an order of nuns in Harrow. 

“I was helping at a nursing home. The 
Reverend Mother sent my two friends back 
home but encouraged me to apply for a job 
with the Queen’s Household and I worked as 
a deputy catering supervisor at Buckingham 
Palace.” 

Reflecting on her colourful life, she adds 
in a beautifully musical Cork accent: “Every 
year I get a Christmas card from the Queen.”

ometimes, the best ideas 
tend to be the most simple. 
Take Peter Kay’s Car Share, 
for example. It was inspired by the 
Alfred Molina and Dawn French 
sitcom Roger & Val Have Just Got 
In, which focused on a couple 
spending time chatting about their 
day having returned home from 
work. 

Co-creator Paul Coleman had 
previously worked with Kay on Max 
and Paddy’s Road to Nowhere, so 
he approached him with the idea of 
two people travelling to and from 
their workplace by car. 

Kay brought in his old friend Sian 
Gibson (they had met as students at 
Salford University), and the rest is 
history. 

Kay plays supermarket assistant 
manager John, who picks up 
colleague Kayleigh every day, 
initially as part of a new work 
scheme. At the start, they barely 
know each other, but as the weeks 
go by and they chat while travelling 
or stuck in traffic, they gradually 
become close friends. 


“The idea of two people car¬ 
sharing to work each day really 
appealed to me, as it highlights the 
comedy in the minutiae of the daily 
trek and allows the spiralling 
conversations of life to unwind in all 
of their glory,” said Kay ahead of the 
first series. 

Clearly the great British public 
agreed, because the sitcom was an 
instant success when the first series 
was originally made available via 
the BBC iPlayer in 2015; it went on 
to become the platform’s most- 
watched series to be released as a 
box set. 

A second run aired last year, with 
John and Kayleigh growing ever- 
closer. The run ended as she 
declared her love for him before 
storming out of the car when he 
failed to reciprocate. 

Kay claimed that was the 
end of the entire project - but 
fans were up in arms. How 
could two such popular characters 
be left dangling in mid-air? 

Some folk even began a petition in 
the hope of persuading him to 
change his mind, collecting 


around 100,000 signatures in the 
process. Thankfully Kay announced 
he had relented during an 
appearance with Gibson on 
Children in Need last November. 

“We were completely 
overwhelmed by the response and 
even though we’ve no plans to write 
a third series we knew we couldn’t 
end the story there,” claims Kay. 

Shane Allen, the BBC’s controller 
of comedy commissioning, adds: 
“This new finale is going to be the 
TV comedy equivalent of The Space 
Landing, Who Shot JR? or The 
Olympics Opening Ceremony 
depending on how old you are.” 

The final episode, written by 
Coleman, Gibson and Kay, is yet to 
come, but preceding it is this 
completely unscripted tale. 

“We were always very fond of ad 
libbing around the script when we 
were filming the series,” reveals 
Kay. “So we decided to see what 
would happen if we took the script 
away and just relied on just our 
chemistry alone, reacting to 
whatever came on the radio.”

i EZED 
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Tuck into feast from the Middle East 


If you were to rank world cuisines on 
suitability for a first date then Lebanese 
would rank pretty low. 

And that’s not because it’s a food that lacks 
sensuality. No, the problem with choosing a Lebanese 
restaurant for a first date is that you’ll most certainly 
end up with a load of herbs in your teeth. 

Eat a tabbouleh salad and smile afterwards at your 
peril; the likelihood of a second date will flash before 
your eyes. This salad isn’t just heavy on parsley, it uses 
the grassy herb in Pavarotti-size proportions, only 
making way for a sprinkling of bulghur wheat, chopped 
tomatoes and spring onion. 

Fattoush salads are pimped up with a garden’s worth 
of parsley and mint, and let’s not mention the cuisine’s 
use of seeds. Jet black nigella seeds poke fun at diners 
with receeding gums as they are liberally sprinkled on 
top of natural labne (strained yoghurt) while the ruby 
jewels of pomegranates are strewn on salads, stews 
and sauces. 


FORTUNATE 

And so it was rather fortunate that when I visited the 
new Birmingham branch of Comptoir Libanais I was 
not on a first date. Or a second or third date. It’s safe 
to say that after more than 16 years together, me and 
the other half are well into harmonious, herb-munching, 
couldn’t care less about the consequences territory. We 
eat garlic with gusto, curries without caution and carry 
breath mints rarely. It’s a happy time. 

Happier even since Comptoir Libanias opened in 
Grand Central. 

Interiors are a riot of colour and eccentricity. Walls, 
decorated in bright Moorish tiles, are adorned with 
quirky artworks and gold etched plates. Baklava is 
piled high in the entrance and there are staff lingering 



outside, trying to entice customers into their cavernous 
lair. 

Styled on a Beiruti canteen, there’s an open kitchen 
and the informal restaurant buzzes with noise, chatter 
and clatter of crockery. 

The menu features hot and cold mezze plus wraps, 
salads and tagines as well as other Lebanese dishes 
such as roasted sea bass topped with spiced coriander, 
tomato and tahina sauce. The exotic ingredients - 
sumac, Damascus olives, tahini, labne, rose syrup, 
all made me wistful for far off lands. Let’s run off to 


Lebanon, I thought. Who says Lebanese food isn’t 
romantic. As long as you don’t mind herbs in your teeth, 
that is. 

We chose the mezze platter for two featuring piles 
of falafels, grilled halloumi, tabbouleh and freekah 
salads, pitta breads alongside pools of baba ghanuj and 
hummus. And a shed load of herbs. 

We also ordered some lamb kibbeh, tasty lemon¬ 
shaped parcels of minced meat, cracked wheat, pine 
nuts and spices, and a piquant fattoush salad. It all 
looked as good as it tasted 


With 20 minutes to spare before we needed to dash 
off to the cinema we decided to risk ordering dessert, 
struggling to choose between the plate of baklava, the 
date-syrup topped frozen yoghurt and the chocolate, 
orange and cardamon tart. So we ordered all three but 
were left a bit disappointed. 

Although we were allocated a waitress, service was 
chaotic. The bill came to just over £43 which included 
four Diet Cokes and service charge - all reasonably 
good value.

Here's what you 
should check when 
buying a used car 

It’s crucial to know what you’re buying when picking 
up the keys to a used car. Here’s what you should 
check. 

Buying a used car can be a daunting experience. 
Without prior knowledge, selecting a vehicle from a list 
of thousands can prove to be a little overwhelming - 
and can prove costly if done incorrectly. 

Fortunately, we’ve put together a list of the things you 
need to check when buying a used vehicle. 

• Check its history 

Once you’ve picked out a car you like from the 
classifieds, it’s imperative that you check the car’s 
history. Many companies provide this service for a 
small fee and require just the car’s registration. You 
can also find out a vehicle’s MOT history via the 
government’s website, and this gives you an idea as 
to any faults the vehicle may have had, or still suffers 
from. 

• Ask questions 

Before you even go anywhere near the car, give the 
seller a ring and ask them about it. This could save you 
hundreds of pounds by eliminating the need to travel 
and see the car if it isn’t quite right for you. 

• Get up close and personal 

Once you get to the car, it’s time to give a thorough 
going over. Check that the engine isn’t warm - this 
could be a sign that the owner is trying to hide some 
mechanical faults. 

• Look out for rust spots on the arches - these are 
prone to corrosion - and check underneath the car’s 
sills, too. 

• Look under the bonnet 

Of course, checking out the engine is a crucial part 
of the inspection process. Check the dipstick - is the 
oil fresh? 

Also look around the oil filler cap - any white residue 
could potentially mean a blown head gasket, and 
could lead to thousands of pounds in repair bills. Make 
sure that you see receipts for any work that has been 
undertaken on the car too - this will give you a better 
idea about the state of its mechanicals. 

• Check the interior 

Does the interior of the car match the mileage? If the 
car has a beaten-up interior but has low miles, it could 
mean that the vehicle has been ‘clocked’, where the 
car’s odometer is wound back. This is less prevalent in 
newer cars, but it’s worth bearing in mind. 

• Do the deal 

If you’ve checked the car over, reviewed its history 
and feel happy with the overall package, then it’s 
time to make an offer. Don’t be afraid of pitching low 
- there’s a good chance that the seller could take it, 
saving you thousands. 

Remember to keep things amicable and, above 
anything, don’t be afraid to walk away if you’re not 
happy. 



Look under the bonnet carefully

Picture the scene: There’s a two-tonne pick-up lodged 
in sand up to its axles, wheels spinning furiously while 
two people attempt to push it free. Welcome to Oman: 
The home of rocky valleys, dried-out riverbeds and - 
as we found - extremely deep sand dunes. 

But let’s take things back a little bit. Volkswagen wanted 
to showcase just what its Amarok pick-up - now featuring 
an even more powerful diesel engine - could do on some 
seriously difficult terrain, and this, as it happens, is what 
you find in Oman. 

Day one would see us introduced to our trucks. Now, 
any pick-up looks good with plenty of off-road kit fitted 
to it, but the Amarok was exceptional. A snorkel, raised 
suspension and chunky all-surface tyres had been fitted 
to make the big VW more capable on awkward surfaces - 
and in truth it made the vehicle look seriously good. 

Our first route would take in mostly motorways before 
leading up away from the sea at Fins and into the 
mountains. If you thought the UK was a hotbed for speed 
cameras, you need to go to Oman. There’s a speed trap 
nearly every few miles on the motorway, and this means 
you’re always pretty cautious about how quickly you’re 
going. 

The route quickly spikes up, heading into the Hajar 
Mountains. On tarmac, the Amarok remains predictably 
well refined, but it’s on the loose gravel and dust of the 
mountain roads where it really shines. It manages to 
shimmy around and let you know that the surface is a little 
unstable, but it never feels like it’s out of control. 

As we arrived at the Salmah Plateau - our stopover point 
for the night - we were handed a pop-up tent, a sleeping 
bag and told to pick a rock-free spot on the ground. The 
surface was too hard to drive tent pegs into, so we ended 
up weighing the tents down with large boulders from 
nearby. Rough and ready, that’s for sure, but it certainly 
reflected the ethos of the Amarok. 

Our next day’s driving would see us push further south 
into the country, heading towards the 1,000 Nights Camp 
in the middle of the desert. 

The route was fringed at many points by wadis. These 
dried-out river beds are large and wide, and created 
by frequent torrents gushing down the mountains after 
heavy rainfall. We stop briefly in the middle of one as a 
guide tells us how many unsuspecting drivers leave their 
cars in the wadis and return after it’s rained to find them 
completely washed away. Needless to say, we hurry 
onwards shortly afterwards. 

After a quick stopover at midday we mount up once 


more and head towards the desert. Stopping at the 
small town of Al Mintarib on the outskirts, we drop the air 
pressure in the tyres. Lower tyres, after all, make for better 
traction on sand. 

As we head out of the town, the tarmac quickly drops 
away and gives way to sand - lots and lots of sand. 

Now, I’ll happily admit that I haven’t driven on sand 
before. Snow? Yes. Gravel? Forget about it. Sand, 
however, proved to be a new challenge. 

Driving up the first incline, I got stuck. Wheels spinning, 
sending sand up into the air, there was little I could do to 
get moving. Thankfully, though, with a bit of pushing from 
some others in the group, I managed to get free. 

After a few more successful dunes, a steeper incline 
appeared. I’d learnt by now that the best option was to hit 
the deeper sections as hard as possible - speed is a bit of 
an ally when it comes to sand driving, apparently. 

Thankfully, the approach worked and the truck flew 
up the slope with little effort, though a large bump in the 
middle was - according to those stood watching - a result 
of the truck taking off from the ground. Maybe a little too 
much speed then... 


At the top of the hill I leave the truck to have a look at the 
remaining Amaroks attempting the climb. Most make it to 
the top and move onwards, but some reach the summit 
and then immediately get stuck. Many get properly 
beached, and it takes a few hours to move them out. 

By the time all the trucks are freed it’s dark. Thankfully, 
our overnight stopover is in the middle of the dunes. The 
1,000 Nights Camp proves to be the ideal place to park 
up after a long day. 

The next day sees us rolling back to Muscat. The route 
takes in long, dusty trails that snake through the desert 
towards Al Mintarib. There, we reinflate the tyres and hit 
the tarmac. 

After driving on sand for so long, firm ground seems 
strange - you’re almost expecting it to shift around 
underneath you. 

Arriving at our final hotel, I say goodbye to ‘my’ Amarok. 
With hundreds of miles covered and many difficult 
conditions conquered, it was a hard farewell. However, 
the big Volkswagen more than proved its worth, and 
showed that despite being comfortable and refined, it can 
more than take on the rough stuff.

Be aware of what be around the corner 


Road safety and breakdown 
organisation GEM Motoring Assist is 
urging drivers to pay extra attention 
on rural road journeys this summer. 
Although traffic levels are generally 
lighter, rural roads account for nearly 
60% of all fatalities (a total of 943 in 
2015, compared with 577 on urban 
roads). 

GEM road safety officer Neil Worth says: 
“Driving in the countryside is usually a 
great pleasure, with good views, quiet 
roads and a variety of interesting terrain. 

“But a narrow, twisting road offers very 
little clue as to what might be round the 
next bend. 

“That’s why we’re urging drivers to 
expect the unexpected and to make sure 
they have time and space to stop safely if 
necessary. 

“What’s round the corner on a rural road 
with restricted visibility? 

“It could be another car or a motorcycle 
coming towards you too fast, a group 
of cyclists on a ride out, sheep or cattle 
crossing the road, a horse and rider, 
a wild animal, a slow-moving farm 
tractor... 

“The point is that until you have perfect 


sight of what’s ahead, you need to be 
ready to anticipate what could be there. 

“By adjusting your speed and your 
position accordingly, you’re doing your bit 
to keep yourself and the other road users 
safe.” 

GEM has prepared a selection of simple 
driver tips to help improve rural road 
safety: 

• Make sure you use any existing 
signage to help you. 

Usual signs include a series of white 
chevron signs on a black background, 
indicating a sharp bend. 

Slow down, even if the posted speed 
limit is 30 mph. 

• The narrowness of country lanes 
means that passing places are sometimes 
provided into embankments or verges. 

Be prepared to reverse into these if 
necessary. 

• Stay safe by never exceeding the 
signed limit. 

Country lanes are often used as a short 
cut or an escape from congested main 
roads. 

Using them may actually be a longer 
way round to your destination leading you 
to be in a hurry. Slow down. 


• Country lanes may be in a poor state 
of repair. At any sign of this be ready for 
pot-holes and other broken surfaces that 
can seriously damage your vehicle. 


• Give horse riders a very slow and 
wide berth and keep your distance until it 
becomes safe to pull past.

Top awards for Nissan Leaf and Micro

The European New Car Assessment 
Programme awarded the new Nissan Leaf 
with a stellar 5-star rating just a short time 
after the Nissan Micra won a major award.

Technologies such 
as camera and radar feature extensively 
to provide benefits such as pedestrian 
recognition and form the basis of Nissan’s 
acclaimed ProPILOT system for safer, more 
confident driving. 

Gareth Dunsmore, electric vehicle director, 
Nissan Europe, explained: “The Euro NCAP 
announcement proves what we have known 
for a long time - that the new Nissan Leaf has 
exceptional safety standards and is a true 
pioneer in the EV space. 

“This shows that our customers can fully 
trust our Nissan Intelligent Mobility vision, we 


are on a path to transform the way we drive 
and the way we live.” 

The announcement has been released just 
months after the Japan New Car Assessment 
Program also awarded the car the top 5-star 
grade following rigorous testing. 

In earning the top rating, the Leaf scored 
94.8 points out of a possible 100 for occupant 
safety in a collision. 

The program is organized by Japan’s 
Ministry of Land, Infrastructure, Transport 
and Tourism and the National Agency for 
Automotive Safety and Victims’ Aid.
